(A P)—A 
strike shu t down the entire Penn­ 
sy lv ania Railroad today for the 
first tim e in its 111-y ear history . 
There was no im m ediate prospect 
of an early settlem ent. 
Negotiators continu ed 
to wcrk 
for a settlem ent almost u ntil the 
12:01 a.m. deadline. Then, with 
the deadline 
past,

m ents were issu ed by the com ­ 
pany 
and

officials.

progress had been made in sev ­ 
eral weeks of intense bargaining. 
“The negotiations are back to 
scratch,” said Jam es R. Sy mes, 
board chairm an of the railroad. 
“ They are broken, not recessed.” 
Francis A. O’Neill Jr.. chair­ 
m an of the National (Railway ) 
Mediation Board said he wou ld 
m eet today with u nion officials 
and perhaps with company lead­ 
ers. 
He said there were no plans for 
a joint meeting before Satu rday . 
The 20,000 nonoprating employ -

The shu tdown and the picketing 
were orderly . The railroad fu r­ 
lou ghed its 52.000 other employ es 
for the du ration of the strike. No 
passengers wera stranded, for the 
railroad saw to it that no trains 
were en rou te to destinations when 
the strike began.

ning his prison term after fighting 
his sentence since it was passed 
Nov . 25, 1958. 
W earing a light beige sport coat 
and a gau dy spartshirt, the one­ 
tim e road chief shook hands with 
acqu aintances 
in 
the 
cou rtroom j 
and asked abou t sev eral others 
who didn't show u p. 
“ It’s qu ite all right, boy s, it’s I 
qu ite all right,” he said as sher-1 
iff s depu ties searched him prior I 
to m arching him off to jail.

Jail No Place 


For Mind Cases 


Six mentally ill persons, ages 23 
to 64, were confined in Rush Coun­ 
ty jail during 1959 while awaiting 
commitment to a state hospital, 
according to a survey recently 
completed by the Indiana Associa­ 
tion for Mental Health. 
In 
Rush 
County, 
these 
six 
mentally ill persons spent a total 
of 15 days in jail. The longest stay 
was 15 days and the average stay 
was two days. 
Statewide the survey revealed 
that last year 947 Indiana citizens, 
ages eight to 94, spent a total of 
6,857 days in county jails while 
awaiting admission to state hos­ 
pitals. The longest stay was 135 
days, the average seven days. 
‘‘The 
Indiana 
Association 
for 
Mental Health has long been con­ 
cerned about the tragic plight of 
mentally ill persons confined to 
county jails and treated as if it 
were a crime to become mentally 
ill,” according to Lowell E. Engel* 
king, state association president. 
He said the association six years 
ago launched an intensive program j 
to eliminate the jailing of mentally 
ill persons awaiting hospitalization. 
The purpose of the recent su r-1 
vey, he said, was to evaluate the i 
association’s efforts and determine 
the current degree of jailing of j 
patients. 
It had been hoped that as a re- j 
suit of combined efforts at the 
j 
state and local level, the survey I 
would reveal the jailing of mental 1 
patients in Indiana was no longer : 
a problem. ‘‘Unfortunately,” Mr. : 
Engelking reported, ‘‘the survey j 
proved most dramatically that de­ 
spite all our efforts, the problem is 
still far from being solved.” He 
said results of the survey have 
prompted the association’s board | 
of directors to recommend the fol­ 
lowing action: . 
1. Increase efforts to urge the 
General Assembly to provide funds 
and facilities so more prompt and 
effective help can be given to pa­ 
tients awaiting admsision. 
2. Reactivate special committees ! 
of county chapters of the associa­ 
tion assigned to cope with this 
problem. 
3. Encourage general hospitals 
to provide more rooms for care of 


patients awaiting hospitalization; 
and where such rooms have al­ 
ready been provided 
encourage 
general hospitals to give a higher 
priority to the mentally ill. 
4. Encourage more widespread 
use of the temporary commitment 
law, designed to eliminate lengthy 
stays in jail, and also greater use 
of the provision for voluntary ad­ 
missions wherever possible. 
5. Urge county chapters to in­ 
crease the number of workshops 
conducted for law enforcement of­ 
ficers, for doctors, nurses and key 
administrative personnel in gen­ 
eral hospitals, in order to bring 
about better understanding of men­ 
tal illness and the need for more 
humane treatm ent and care of the 
mentally ill. 
A summary of results of the sur­ 
vey follows: 
Sheriffs in 88 of Indiana’s 92 
counties participated. 
Only four 
sheriffs did not reply. 
Sheriffs in only nine counties re­ 
ported 
adequate facilities 
were 
available so no patient was ever 
required to spend time in jail 
while awaiting 
hospitalization. 
These 
counties are: 
DeKalb, 
Grant, Lake, Marion, Ohio, Starke, 
Switzerland, Tippecanoe and Vigo. 
The longest stay of 135 days in 
jail was reported in Blackford 
County.. 
In 15 counties, mentally ill per­ 
sons 80 or more years old were 
jailed. 
The youngest patient jailed was 
an eight-year-old boy in Henry 
County. 
Teenagers were jailed for mental 
illness in 28 counties. 
(Editor’s Note: A spot check re­ 
vealed that few of the patients 
jailed were from among the hun­ 
dreds of mentally retarded chil­ 
dren and adults who presently ac­ 
count for the long waiting lists 
for admission to the two state 
schools. 
By far the majority of the 88 
county sheriffs responding to the 
survey denounced the jailing of the 
mentally ill and strongly indicated 
that “Jail is no place for these 
sick people. We are breaking all 
the laws of humanity when these 
unfortunate patients are locked up 
in jail.” 
Other c omments made by the 
sheriffs included: 
I. Special rooms in general hos­ 
pitals, designed for mentally ill 
patients, were usually occupied by 
physically ill persons when space 


was requested for a mental pa- j 
tient awaiting hospitalization at a i 
state institution. 
2. The number of existing rooms 
in 
general 
hospitals 
should 
be 
greatly increased. 
3. Most 
elderly persons, 
even 
those who appear not to be too dis­ 
turbed when brought to jail, tend 
to break down after being jailed. 
This is particularly true of elderly 
women. 
4. All patients tend to get worse 
after a few days in jail. Jails are 
not hospitals. 
In conclusion, several sheriffs 
indicated they were considering 
the stand taken by Sheriff O’Neal 
of Marion County of refusing to 
jail mental patients for any reason 
whatever. This policy has been in 
effect in Marion County since De­ 
cember 1957.

ANSWER: The Social Secu rity 
lu mp su m death pay m ent is pay ­ 
able to the person or persons who

Wayne County Home, the old Shel­ 
by County Orphans’ Home and the 
Sacred Heart Hospital in G arrett 
are unsuitable for such patients. 
The committee, headed by Sen. 
Robert L. 
Brokenburr, 
R-Indian- 
apolis, urged the Legislative Ad­ 
visory Commission to submit 
a 
bill in the next Legislature pro­ 
viding funds to build institutions 
designed to care for the mentally 
infirm aged. 
Reasons given for the rejection 
of the four proposed sites ranged 
from isolation and unsuitable de 
sign, the situation at the Cam p 
Atterbury hospital, to cost beyond 
worth, the case with the Wayne 
County Home. 
The legislators also recom m end­ 
ed expanded use of “ fam ily care” 
for the mentally deficient aged 
Under that program , the elderly 
are boarded in private homes.
